Anderson  will  soon  sur 
render  in  self-defense,  though  it  is  believed  that 
an  attempt  will  seriously  be  made  at  reinforcement 
Two  companies  left  the  arsenal  to-night  forSa 
van nab. 

Later  advices  are  understood  to  have  been  re- 
ceived from  Montgomery  ordering  further  supplies 
to  Maj.  Anderson  tobecutoff.  No  further  com- 
munication between  the  post  and  federal  author, 
ties.  The  danger  is  imminent,  and  the  members 
of  the  Convention  here  are  expecting  a  conflict  be 
fore  Saturday.

Tho  Post  says  it  is  rumored  that  Government 
agents,  who  were  sent  to  England  and  France 
have  returned  and  report  that  they  will  set  their 
faces  against  the  Southern  Confederacy  and  in  no 
manner  recognise  it,  and  that  tho  President  and 
Cabinet  are  determined  to  take  immediate  aud 
vigorous  measures  to  enforc*  existing  laws  at  all 
hazards.

The  Express  says  it  is  supposed,  in  well-in- 
formed quarters,  that  Texas  is  tho  point  where 
the  troops  will  be  landed,  and  that  they  are  sent 
out  at  the  request  of  Gov.  Houston,  to  repel  the 
Indians.

Honors  to  Col.  Pennebaker. 

Our  readers  are  well  aware  that  it  was 
mainly  through  the  efforts  of  Col.  C.  D.  Pen- 
nebaker, of  this  city,  that  the  military  bill, 
as  amended,  was  passed  at  the  late  session  of 
the  Legislature.  Under  a  sense  of  obliga- 
tion for  the  patriotic  effort  made  to  preserve 
the  law  to  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  members  of  the  Louisville  Battalion  of 
the  Kentucky  State  Guard  determined  to 
make  some  public  manifestation  of  their  ap- 
preciation of  Col.  Pennebaker' a  eminent  ser- 
vices. Learning  that  the  Colonel  would  ve- 
turn  to  the  city  by  the  Frankfort  train  last 
evening,  an  order  had  been  issued  for  the  re- 
assembling of  the  battalion,  which  formed 
at  the  court  house,  and,  at  the  appointed 
hour,  proceeded  to  the  depot  to  await  the 
arrival  of  the  train.  The  train  having  ar- 
rived. Col.  Pennebaker  was  saluted  by  the 
members  of  Gen.  Buckner's  staff  and  the 
officers  of  the  battalion,  and  at  once  con- 
ducted to  an  open  barouche,  drawn  by  four 
beautiful  bays.  Under  the  escort  of  the  dif- 
ferent companies,  the  Colonel  was  driven  to 
his  residence,  near  the  corner  of  Fourth  and 
Jefferson  streets,  where  the  exercises  incident 
to  the  formal  reception  took  place.  Mr.  S, 
H.  Buchanan,  a  member  of  Capt.  Symtnes's 
company  of  National  Blues,  approached  Col 
Pennebaker  from  the  ranks  and  addressed 
him  as  follows: 

Col.  Pennebaker:  In  behalf  of  the  Louisville 
Battalion  of  the  State  Guard,  permit  me  on  this 
occasion  to  address  you  a  few  brief,  earnest  words 
of  welcome  on  your  return  to  our  midst,  and  of  grat- 
itude for  your  untiring  exertion  and  efficient  serv- 
ices in  battling  to  sustain  the  State  Guard  law  in  the 
halls  of  our  State  Legislature.  In  your  triumph- 
ant vindication  of  that  law  upon  which  our  or- 
ganization is  based,  against  the  combined  attacks 
of  those  who,  in  this  dark  hour  of  Kentucky's 
peril,  would  tear  from  her  this  ipgis  and  leave  her 
defenseless  in  the  presence  of  her  enemies,  we 
recognize  a  beloved  comrade,  a  gallant  soldier, 
and  one  every  way  worthy  the  high  trust  reposed 
in  him  by  this  glorious  Commonwealth.  Of  the 
estimation  in  which  you  arc  held  by  tho  Louisville 
Battalion,  and  of  the  delight  which  your  presence 
once  more  among  us  inspires,  I  need  not  speak — 
this  is  evinced  beyond  the  power  of  words  in  the 
many  faces  beaming  with  joy  and  welcome  which 
you  on  every  side  behold.  Again  we  welcome  you, 
as  a  soldier  in  whose  zeal  and  ability  our  confi- 
dence is  enlisted.  Feeling  that,  if  ever  called 
upon,  at  the  first  hugle-blast  you  would  quickly 
respond,  and  that  in  your  hands  the  arms  of  our 
State  would  glow  with  still  greater  lustre,  and  her 
flag,  which  has  streamed  meteor-like  over  the 
crimson  tide  of  countless  battle-fields  where  vic- 
tory has  crowned  her  arms,  would  receive  new  ac- 
cessions of  glory.  I  conclude,  sir,  with  an  earnest 
assurance  in  behalf  of  the  battalion  of  our  deep 
and  abiding  admiration  and  gratitude  for  your 
inestimable  services  as  a  soldier  and  a  statesman. 

To  which  Col.  Pennebaker  replied  in  the 

following  terms: 

Jfr.  Buchanan  and  Gentlemen  of  the  LouisvilU  Bat- 
talion of  the  Kentucky  State  Guard. 
This  is  the  first  time  in  my  life  that  so  honora- 
ble a  distinction  has  been  conferred  upon  mc,  and 
I  am  indeed  happy  to  meet  my  friends-  who  have 
come  to  express  their  approbation  of  the  humble 
part  which  I  have  played  in  the  Legislature  of  my 
State.  The  people  of  this  city  have  shown  me 
many  favors,  even  more  than  so  humble  a  person- 
age as  myself  desires. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  pride  and  pleasure  that  I 
now  confirm  the  intelligence  which  the  Stato 
Guard  has  received  that  the  act  to  organize  the 
militia  of  this  proud  old  Commonwealth  has  be- 
come one  of  tho  laws  of  the  State,  according  to 
the  Constitution.  If  the  humble  efforts  whieh  I 
made  to  sustain  that  law  and  defend  its  purposes 
against  tho  fierce  assaults  made  upon  it  from  many 
quarters,  merits  the  distinguished  honor  now  con- 
ferred, I  entitled  myself  to  your  approval  in  the 
faithful  discharge  of  a  duty  which  I  believed  I 
owed  to  myself  as  much  as  to  you  and  the  people 
of  the  State,  and  to  my  family  more  than  to  all. 
In  times  of  peril  and  trouble,  it  is  to  you,  gentle- 
men of  the  Guard,  we  must  all  look  for  safety — 
place  your  columns  between  the  citizen  and  tho 
invader  as  our  only  protection.  It  was  charged, 
rather  than  argued,  that  you  were  turning  the 
State  into  a  military  camp,  and  that  you,  in  the 
present  national  crisis,  mightconspire  against  the 
liberties  of  the  people — that  Kentuckians  would 
be  untrue  to  Kentucky.  No,  never!  God  forbid! 
With  that  flag  which  you  boar,  and  which,  by  the 
express  terms  of  the  law.  \s  made  to  wave  over 


tienco  to  demonstrate  to  every  unprejudiced  mind 
that  the  system  under  which  you  are  organized 
was  equal  to,  if  not  superior  to  that  of  any  other 
State  organization  in  the  United  States.  During 
the  discussion  I  was  asked  why  I  wished  to  or- 
ganize the  militia,  and  who  I  wanted  to  fight,  to 
whieh  I  replied  that  you  were  men  of  peace,  that 
you  desired  no  hostilities.  That  the  organization 
was  for  the  purpose  of  training,  to  keep  alive  in 
the  hearts  of  the  young  men  that  martial  spirit 
for  which  our  fathers  were  so  justly  celebrated, 
aud  if  Kentucky  were  to  bo  called  upon  to  meet 
the  enemies  of  our  common  country,  that  our 
young  men,  who  now  fill  your  ranks,  might  sus- 
tain the  high  reputation  won  by  Kentuckians  up- 
on so  many  bloody  fields.  That  the  banners  re- 
ceived from  the  fair  hands  of  mothers  and  sisters, 
and  borne  by  them,  would  be  returned,  if  pierced 
by  a  thousand  balls,  hallowed  and  rendered  many 
times  more  dear  from  the  recollections  of  the  brave 
hearts  stilled  in  death  in  their  defense. 

You  also  have  an  appropriation  of  money  to 
erect  at  Frankfort  an  arsenal,  to  repair  the  arms 
of  the  State  now  rusting  aud  useless,  and  to  keep 
in  repair  arms  as  they  may  he  returned  to  the 
arsenal,  injured  from  carlessness  or  otherwise, 
and  to  purchase  a  limited  quantity  of  camp  equip- 
age to  shelter  and  protect  you  while  you  occupy 
the  camp  of  instruction.  These  were  absolutely 
necessary,  and  sufficiently  limited  to  satisfy  the 
most  rigid  economy. 

To  others  as  well  as  to  myself  you  are  indebted 
for  a  steady  and  unwavering  advocacy  of  tho  law 
organizing  the  Kentucky  State  Guard — gentlemeu 
who  believed  as  I  did,  that  in  times  like  these  in 
which  wc  are  now  thrown  the  organization  of  the 
Kentucky  militia  was  of  the  first  importance.  We 
canuot  be  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  not  only  or- 
ganization, but  that  large  sums  of  money  have 
been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  arms  by  north- 
ern States  immediately  ou  our  border,  and  that 
certain  southern  States  have  passed  ordinances  of 
secossion,  and  now  defy  the  authority  of  the  Gen- 
eral Government,  and  have,  if  newspaper  reports 
are  true,  presumed  to  tariff  commerce  on  the  great 
Mississippi  river.  Why,  then,  should  Kentucky 
remain  inactive — not  that  we  would  coerce  any 
State,  or  place  the  State  in  a  warlike  attitude, 
but  to  be  ready  for  defense  against  enemies  from 
any  quarter  who  may  presume  to  invade  our  soil 
or  threaten  our  liberties.  We  are  inland,  a  break- 
water, a  mediator  between  the  two  extremes  of 
our  once  united  and  happy  country.  These  ex- 
tremes are  inconsiderate,  and  even  now  threaten 
a  collision  of  arms.  It  behooves  us,  then,  to  or- 
ganize, that  we  may  be  ready  to  resist  coercion  as 
effectually  as  we  now  earnestly  protest  against 
such  a  course. 

Gentlemen,  again  you  must  allow  me  to  tender 
to  you  my  unfeigned  thanks  for  this  expression  of 
your  confidence,  which  I  shall  ever  cherish  as  the 
fondest  recollection  of  my  heart. 

The  exercises  throughout  were  witnessed 
and  enjoyed  by  a  large  concourse  of  citizens. 
We  have  never  participated  in  a  more  heart- 
felt expression  of  gratitude  to  a  public  ser- 
vant, and  all  who  witnessed  the  demonstra- 
tion were  impressed  with  the  feeling  that 
the  sentiment  of  gratitude  was  earnest  and 
mutual.

Death  of  .Indue  McLean. 

This  eminent  jurist  died  at  Cincinnati,  at 
the  age  of  seventy-six  years,  Thursday 
morning. 

Judge  McLean  was  a  native  of  Morris 
county.  New  Jersey,  having  been  born  on 
the  11th  ol  March,  1785,  consequently  he 
had  just  turned  the  seventy-sixth  year  of  his 
age.  When  only  four  years  of  age,  his  fath- 
er removed  to  Morgan tOWH,  Virginia,  when 
he  removed  to  what  is  now  Jessamine  coun- 
ty, Kentucky.  From  thence  he  removed  to 
Mason  county. 

In  the  year  1797,  ho  removed  to  the  North- 
western Territory,  now  Ohio.  He  studied 
law  while  employed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  Hamilton  county  under  the  instruction  of 
Arthur  St.  Clair,  a  son  of  the  General  of 
that  name.  In  1807,  he  was  married  to  a 
daughter  of  Dr.  Edward  Ormsby,  of  South 
Carolina.  He  was  elected  to  Congress  in 
1812,  and  was  again  returned  in  1815.  He 
was  a  supporter  of  Madison'sadministration 
and  of  the  last  war  with  England.  In  1816 
he  was  unanimously  elected  to  a  scat  on  the 
bench  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ohio.  In 
1822  he  was  appointed  by  President  Monroe 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
but  remained  there  only  till  1823,  when  he 
was  appointed  Postmaster  General. 

On  the  election  of  General  Jackson,  Judge 
McLean  was  offered  the  War  and  Navy  De- 
partments, both  of  which  he  declined,  but 
was  appointed,  1830,  one  of  the  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  position  lieac 
cepted. 

He  was  tendered  the  Anti-Masonic  candi- 
dacy for  President  in  1831,  but  declined,  as 
he  afterwards  did  other  Presidential  nomi- 
nations. He  was  spoken  of  in  1853,  and 
again  in  the  last  Presidential  run,  by  a  pow. 
erlul  party  of  the  Republicans.  Judge  Mc- 
►Lean  was  not  less  remarkable  for  his  abili- 
ties than  for  his  integrity  and  principle.  He 
was  President  of  the  American  S.-S.  LTnion 
for  the  past  twenty  years. 


The  Late  Legislature. 

The  extra  session  ot  the  Legislature  ad- 
journed sine  die  on  Friday,  at  7  o'clock,  a.  m. 
The  Lexington  Observer,  in  speaking  of  its 
action,  well  remarks  that  the  people  of  the 
State  have  ample  cause  forgratulation  at  the 
manner  in  which  its  duties  were  performed. 
Called  at  a  most  momentous  crisis  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  nation  ;  with  the  elements  of  rev- 
olution in  full  play  in  several  of  our  sister 
States,  anil  with  many  of  ourown  heretofore 
trusted  and  honored  citizens  endeavoring  to 
swerve  the  people  of  Kentucky  from  their 
allegiance  and  loyalty  to  the  Union  ;  with 
the  policy  of  the  new  Administration  not 
yet  developed,  and  feeling  all  the  indignation 
which  was  to  be  expected  from  the  success 
of  a  sectional  organization  based  upon  a  plat- 
form of  principles  that  was  inimical  to  the 
interest  of  a  large  portion  of  the  Republic ; 
with  the  cry  of  "our  rights"  are  to  be  de- 
stroyed and  "our  rights"  must  be  maintain- 
ed;— the  majority  of  both  Houses  met  the 
issues  presented  in  a  bold,  manly,  patriotic 
8pirit,and  put  the  seal  of  their  disapprobation 
upon  the  schemes  of  those  who  were  bent  upon 
precipitating  Kentucky  into  disunion  in  a 
manner  that  challenges  the  admiration  of 
every  man  who  loves  his  country,  is  proud 
of  her  history,  and  who  desires  that  the  Re- 
public shall  be  preserved  in  its  integrity  and 
power.    The  people  of  Kentucky  had  been 
for  years  perpetually  annoyed  by  the  small 
beer  politicians  of  the  hour  in  regard  to 
"Southern  Rights"  as  connected  with  the 
question  of  slavery.     It  was  the  stock  in 
trade  of  all  that  class  of  men  who,  having 
no  claims  of  their  own,  founded  upon  real 
ability  or  patriotic   public   services,  upon 
which  to  base  their  appeals  for  office,  have 
demagogued  it  upon  this  question  until  the 
popular  heart  has  sickened  upon  it.  North 
and  South,  slavery  has  alike  served  as  a  hob 
by  for  demagogues  to  ride  into  power  over 
true  worth  and  ability;  and  the  dfeunionists, 
aware  of  the  sensitiveness  of  the  people  in 
regard  to  the  institution  with  which  their 
destiny  is  inseparably  connected,  and  reck 
less  of  the  consequences  that  were  certain  to 
follow  the  persistent  agitation  of  the  subject, 
so  that  their  lust  for  the  spoils  might  be 
gratified,  hoped  to  be  able  by  this  self-same 
cry  to  cause  the  people  of  Kentucky  to  dc 
serf  the  glorious  Union  of  our  fathers,  and 
unite  their  fortunes  with  those  States  which, 
without  consultation  or  counsel  with  those 
who  have  as  large  an  interest  as  they  have 
in  the'  thing,  precipitated  themselves  into 
revolution.    Under  such  circumstances  the 
Legislature  was  convened,  and  measures  for 
the  consummation  of  disunion  urged.  But 
the  Union  men  and  the  conservative  Democ- 
racy of  that  body  proved  too  potent  for  the 
radicals,  and  voted  down  every  proposition 
looking  to  the  end  so  anxiously  sought  for 
by  the  disunionists.    We  honor  them  for  it 
the  people  of  Kentucky  will  nobly  sustain 
them;  and  what  is  far  better,  they  will  here- 
after, as  now,  have  the  approbation  of  their 
own  consciences  for  what  they  have  done 
When  the  history  of  Kentucky  shall  here 
nfter  be  put  in  an  enduring  form  for  posteri 
ty,  the  record  of  no  legislative  body  that  has 
preceded  this  will  contribute  a  brighter  por 
tion  of  that  history  ;  and  the  names  of  those 
who  stand  recorded  as  having  opposed  to  the 
last  all  efforts  to  plunge  Kentucky  into  rev 
.ilution  will  be  remembered  with  gratitude 
Again,  we  say,  all  honor  to  the  noble  band 
of  I'nion  men  and  conservative  Democrats 
in  the  Kentucky  Legislature,  who  have  re 
sisted  successfully  all  efforts  to  drag  Ken 
tuckvfrom  her  high  position  and  plunge  her 
into  the  eloueh  of  disunion. 


The  I'nion  Democratic  Party: 

The  people  of  Kentucky  are  all  embraced 
in  two  parties — the  Union  Democratic  party, 
and  the  Disunion  party,  sometimes  called 
the  Southern  Rights  party,  for  effect.  The 
first  party  is  composed  of  all  the  Breckin- 
ridge party  who  desire  to  preserve  the  Union, 
and  nearly  all  the  members  of  the  Bell  and 
Douglas  parties.  The  second  party  is  com- 
posed of  that  part  of  the  Breckinridge  De- 
mocracy who  are  in  favor  of  the  overthrow 
of  the  Government,  and  of  a  few  malcontents 
and  disappointed  persons  of  the  Bell  and 
Douglas  party.  AVe  have  no  means  of  as- 
certaining the  strength  of  the  Disunion  party 
in  Kentucky,  but  we  presume  it  will  not  be 
able  to  poll  over  a  few  thousand  votes  in  the 
entire  State;  indeed  we  have  heard  it  inti 
mated  that  they  will  probably  not  expose 
their  weakness  by  running  a  ticket  at  the 
May  election.  Some  of  their  papers,  how 
ever,  have  suggested  the  propriety  of  making 
up  a  ticket,  and  they  may  find  some  persons 
daring  enough  to  suffer  defeat  for  pure  hatred 
to  the  I'nion.    Time  will  show.

For  this  honest  and  raunly  discharge  of 
your  duty,  and  for  your  uniform  kindness  and 
courtesy  to  us  all,  we  thank  you;  and  we  assure 
you,  that  you  take  with  you  the  good  wishes  for 
your  welfare  in  all  things,  of  every  member  of  the 
Senate  and  of  its  officers 


Unlou  Democratic  Organization. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Union  members  of  the 
Legislature,  hold  in  Frankfort,  April  5,  1861, 
the  Hon.  James  Simpson  was  called  to  tha 
Chair  and  John  A.  Finn  appointed  Secretary.  On 
motion  the  following  platform  and  plan  of  orgau- 
iiation  wore  unanimously  adopted: 

And  tho  nominations  for  delegates  wore  made 
by  acclamation : 

Whereas,  Tho  contiuued  agitation  of  the  slave- 
ry question  by  the  various  political  parties,  as  a 
basis  for  Congressional  legislation,  has  brought 
the  country  to  its  present  unhappy  condition,  and 
every  interest  of  humanity,  liberty  and  business 
demand  that  the  agitation  shall  bo  settled  by  a 
specific  constitutional  enactment ;  and,  whereas, 
We  believe  that  the  slave  States  that  have  not 
adopted  secession  ordinances  are  in  a  condition, 
as  mediators,  to  propose  such  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  as  will  secure  the  rights  of  the  whole 
South  peacefully  and  quietly  in  the  Union  ;  and, 
whereas.  The  Gcnoral  Assembly  has  provided  for 
the  election  of  delegates  to  a  Border  Slave  State 
Convention,  it  is  deemed  not  improper  to  indicate 
to  that  Convention  what  amendments  Kentucky 
desires  to  have  incorporated  into  the  Constitution 
of  tho  United  States;  therefore, 

Jietolvcd,  That  the  Union  Democracy  recom- 
mend to  such  delegates  as  may  be  elected  what 
arc  known  as  the  Crittenden  amendments,  as  the 
basis  of  such  amendments  as  will  be  acceptable  to 
Kentucky. 

Kenlctd,  That  if  tho  Convention  agree  upon  a 
plan  of  adjustment,  and  such  plan  is  accepted  by 
our  brethren  of  the  North,  and  is  made  a  part  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  Kentucky- 
will  accept  it  as  a  final  adjustment  of  tho  matters 
in  controversy. 

Jietolvrd,  That  when  such  constitutional  amend- 
ments are  made,  we  shall  ardently  desire,  and 
confidently  expect  that  our  brethren  who  have 
withdrawn  their  fellowship  from  the  Union  will 
speedily  return,  and  that  it  will  be  their  duty  so 
to  do,  so  that  we  may,  in  peace,  fraternity,  and 
happy  concord,  resume  our  march  to  greatness  and 
power  under  one  Constitution  and  the  glorious 
old  flag  made  by  the  fathers  of  the  Revolution. 

Jtetotved,  That  for  the  active  organization  of 
the  Union  Democracy  of  Kentucky  there  shall  bo 
a  State  Central  Committee  of  ten  members,  to  be 
located  at  Louisville ;  that  there  shall  be  a  Cen- 
tral Committee  of  five  membersfor  each  Congress- 
ional District,  and  that  there  shall  be  a  Cuunty 
Committee  of  five  for  each  county,  and  a  Pre- 
cinct Committee  for  each  precinct  in  each  county. 

Jtetolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
Central  Committee  to  attond  promptly  to  the  per- 
fect organization  of  the  party  throughout  the 
State;  aud  to  recommend  to  the  District  Commit- 
tees and  to  the  party  such  steps  as  to  them  may 
seem  expedient.  They  shall  fill  vacancies  in  their 
own  and  the  District  Committees,  and  upon  the 
State  ticket,  and  fix  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
State  Conventions. 

Jietolvcd,  That  Wm.  H.  Davidson,  John  H. 
Harney,  Wm.  F.  Bullock,  James  Speed,  Wm.  P. 
Boone,  Charles  Ripley,  Philip  Tompcrt,  Hamilton

WARLIKE  RUMORS. 

The  city  is  experiencing  a  good  deal  of  ex- 
citement over  the  rumors  of  war,  which  seem 
to  be  fully  credited  in  all  quarters.  There  is 
no  disguising  the  fact  that  a  general  aupre- 
hension  exists  that  an  immediate  collision 
will  occur  either  at  Fort  Picken9  or  Fort 
Sumpter.
